SILVER IN CHICAGO.

With a view of ascertain- 
ing the sentiment of the voters of Chi- 
cago on the financial problem it fur- 
nishes ballots to all tho voters in Chi- 
cago whose names appear on the poll 
lists of the last election, to vote on the 
question. 


I'Shall tho United States open its 


iniuta at once to the freo coinage of 
silver, without regard to other nations, 
and at a ratio of 16 to 1?" 


The polls have not yet closed, bat, so 


far, the vote stands nearly three to one 
for free silver. For a few days the 
gold standard men were ahead in the 
Tl.irty-second Ward but the Ilecord at 
last Wednesday shows that every one 
of the thirty-four wards in the city has 
a majority for free coinage. 


To insure a fair count, tho votes are 


canvassed by a committee composed of 
representative free coinage and gold 
standard men, and ballots not sigueJ 
by the voter and bearing his full name 
and address, are not counted. The 
poll shows that public sentiment iu 
Chicago ia strongly in favor of silver 
and that in the battle of standards, 
unless tho issue is obscured by tho

It might be well to quote Mies Sham- 


mell as to the condition the schools 
were in when she took charge, and how 
she begun her work. 


'When I took charge of a grade school 


I saw that the then existing method of 
teaching singing regarded volume as 
of first importance and that no jatten- 
tion was paid to tho quality of the 
tones or the management of the voices.

"The notion was that the child who

that the majority of children did not 
know how to read music, and, indeed, 
the whole subject was being taught as 
it had been for fifty years, while it was 
only too apparent that outside of the

" I saw that there was a great deal of 


volume being produced, making a sat- 
isfactory etfect as far as quantity was 
concerned, but I knew that the natural 
voice of the thild was small, and that 
this great volume mu&t be unnatural. 
There was, therefore, a strain some- 
where, and I knew that no singing is 
right or good that is not produced 
without strain. So I went to work, in 
my own school, and for four years I 


pract'ce with every jump and interval 
of which the scale is possible. 


"Please remember that during this 


time we were doing the same kind of 
work in all tho lower grades, and that 
the children were on the same basis. 
We had discarded the old hooks, and 
were tearing down the old foundations. 
The second year we bad made some 
more innovations, stopped 
beating 


time for instance, in the old mechanical 
way, and used a pendulum, which is 
the simplest form of metronome. The 
children watched the swinging ball 
and so gradually absorbed the notion 
that there are two elements in rhyme, 
that is, regular recurrence and accent. 


Then it occurred to me that the only 


way to teach sight reading to the little 
ones was to have them road new music 
at each lesson instead of doing the 
same song over and over again. 


"But meantime we had not deprived 


the children of the pure pleasure of 
singing songs, but had adopted the 
plan of giving them a few rote songs 


I noted many1 entertaining features 


of the Washington schools, but the de- 
velopment of this new 
method of 


teaching singing proved most interest- 
ing to me.

strove to reduce the quantity of the 
sound, while trying to improve the 
tone. 


"The first year that I began teach- 


ing exclusively, I had one assistant, 
Miss Beutley, and our chief labor was 
the softening down of all the voices. 
We had the five lower grades, and we 
started iu to make them sing more 
softly. It was difficult to show the 
child that music does not mean noise, 
and that the singing hour need not be 
marked by screaming that conld be 
heard all over the building. 


"I reduced the tone so that the 


children could sing much more than 
before, and so we used their strength 
in othei and more vital directions, I 
began in that year to introduce the 
study ot the intervals, which had been 
practically neglected. That, of course, 
was the chief reason why the child 
could not read music. Beading in- 
volves two elements, time and inter- 
vals, and these had never been sepa- 
rated. I first took up the intervals, 
and 
believing that they conld be 


taught objectively, just RB numbers 


that would make the lessons more in- 
teresting and would teach them the 
spontaniety and joy of song. So we 
picked out some simple airs and gave 
them to the little ones, songs about 
birds and flowers and spring and the 
other 
seasons—nature 
songs 
they 


might be called, moat of them from 
the German. Indeed, I should have 
been lost without the beautiful melo- 
dies of German music. These songs 
were given to the schools, as I say, and 
the children learned them by rote, and 
oh, how they do sing them, even yet, 
with their soft, pretty voices, and their 
sweet faces looking as if they enjoyed 
every note.

the system of hand symbols that has 
been in use spasmodically in different 
parts of the country at various times 
but never here. 


"Thssehand signs have the double 


function of marking the various notes 
and giving to each a distinct character. 
Thus, the hand closed, the clenched 
fist, is -do,'tho first note, the domi- 
nant quality, and thus the foundation. 
It means a strong, firm tone. Then 
the open palm, slightly raised, signi- 
fies 're,' the second note, and means a 
rising or hopeful tone. Next is 'm« ' 
a middle, sustaining noto, which has a 
steady, calm tone, and is indicated by 
the open palm resting horizontally. 
' Fa' is a mournful note, and so marljs 
the chord in which it dominates, so the 
symbol for it is a drooping finger, 
which signifies a desolate or awe-in- 
spiring tone. 'Sol,'the great middle 
tone, belonging to both of the great 
chords, is an open palm held vertically 
and its character is expressed by ^ha 
phrase 'the gr^nd or bright tone.' 
Again, f la' is another mournful note, 
and is expressed by a drooping palm, 
and is called a sad or weeping tone, 
being the basis of the manor keya. ' Si,' 
being the next to the highest, ia natur- 
ally shrill, and so ia ahown by the up- 
lifted finger. It ia called the piercing 


"After two years the children began 


to read fluently and we returned then 
to the old singing books and took up 
the songs that formerly were drilled 
into them by sheer force of lung power. 
There was a great difference hi the re- 
sults I ean assure you, and as we have 
gone on, making a little advance each 
year and gradually spreading the sys- 
tem until each grade now has some 
pupils in it who have been instructed 
under the new plan, while the higher 
grades have pupils; who have been 
drilled under both the new and the old. 
It will be four or ttve years yet before, 
every child in the entire pnb'lic school 
system, from the first grade to the last 
year in the high school.has been taught 
only the present system. Up to now 
the work has been only foundation 
building, but now we have began to 
construct. 


"Last year we worked on the lines 


that lead to quality in tone, and strove, 
oh, so hard, to ease the tension under 
which the children sang. We learned 
that lack of tension was the secret of nat- 
ural, and therefore good singing. 
The 


perfect voice means perfect freedom
